Gloucester, Mass., June 9 (AP).— 
John Hays Hammond, Sr., a Califor­ 
nian. who started on a shoestring 
and became a multimillionaire min­ 
ing expert, died suddenly of a heart 
attack at his estate. Lookout Hill, 
here late Monday.
